FAILURE OF THE AGRA AND MASTERMAN’S BANK. 


Ir cannot be said that the stoppage of this important bank on 


the 7th inst..was sudden or unexpected. For the last three 
or four weeks its real or supposed difficulties have been the 
subject of conversation of a remarkably unreserved character. 
On the Stock Exchange the shares were marked outiatan 
early stage of the panic as a favourite object of attaek by the 
“ bears,” and it seems to be certain that devices. of deprecia- 
tion were resorted to: in the Jast degree scandalous,:and cer- 
tainly rendering the perpetrators, if discovered, amenable to 
severe legal consequences. The adverse effect of these ru- 
monurs and hostile attacks is not to be overlooked, andhas 
probably rendered unavailable any chances of escape which 
under other circumstances the Bank may have - possessed. 
But it is beyond the truth to attribute the failure-wholly:or 
even chiefly to adverse rumours and speculative sales of the 
shares. The directers had for some time past committed the | 
Bank to a false poliey, and engaged its resources in kinds of | 
business in the highest degree hazardous. 
The original Agra Bank was founded at Agra, in. Upper 
India, .»so long ago as 1833. It began with a smalk eapital, 
and confined itself for several years to the limited object: of 
making temporary advances to members of the Indian services. 
On ‘the one hand it received deposits, mostly at: considerable 
notice, and could safely give for them therefore ‘a com-/ 
paratively high rate of interest. On the other hand item- 
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ployed these deposits in loans to other members of the 
services requiring temporary assistance, and in this way 
conferred great benefit on the Anglo-Indian community by 
superseding the extortionate practices of the native money 
lenders. Gradually the business of the bank, especially 
at Calcutta and Bombay, became principally mercantile. 
It opened an agency and then a head office in London, 
and entered largely into the exchange operations which 
are carried on between this country and India. The branches 
were next extended to China and Australia, and fifteen years 
ago the Bank had been conducted so steadily and prudently that 
it had obtained the second, and in some sense the first, place 
among Indian banking institutions. This prosperity continued 
to increase until about three or four years ago, when the di- 
rectors seem to have fallen under the influence oi a policy 
which led them to engage largely in ordinary London banking 
business—that is to say, they set themselves the task of join- 
ing to, and harmonising witb, an Eastern banking connexion, 
extending from Lahore to Shanghai and Sydney, the opera- 
tions of an ordinary City bank competing for mercantile 
accounts, advances, and discounts, and of course attending 
the clearing-house. More completely to work out this policy, 
the directors effected an amalgamation, in April, 1864, with 
the firm of Masterman andCo. What were the precise terms 
of purchase is a secret which has been kept to only a few persons. 
It is certain, however, that they were high. 

The change of the bank from an Indian institution, 
having its head office in London, and drawing chiefly 
on the London and Westminster Bank, to an ordinary 
City bank with branches spread over the East, was radical 
in its nature and effects. The first consequence was the 
closing of the account with the London and Westminster 
Bank. Henceforward the branches drew only on the 
head office—that is to say, the drafts of the bank ceased to 
be in reality bills of exchange drawn by one independent 
party upon a second independent party, and became mere pro- 
missory notes of the Agra bank. This change at once impinged 
upon the previous high standing of the bank’s credit in the 
Indian markets. We do not say that it impaired its 
credit, but it created observation, comment, and that 
kind of second thought which may lead to more for- 
midable results. The incessant care and attention required 
in London by a business so distant, so diversified, and so 
large, was interfered with by the exigencies of the London 
office and the applications it brought upon the board. 
Gradually the name of the Agra Bank began to be seen and 
talked of in connection with new schemes and projects of un- 
usual character, and it became known that it had considerable 
transactions with finance companies and finanee undertakers. 
By-and-by a branch was opened in Paris, and why a branch 
could be required in Paris for an Indian and City bank was 
not at all easy to understand. In the meantime the six 
months’ acceptances of the bank drawn from the branches 
were largely current and met with less and less favour. There 
was evidence, also, that the bank had fallen into the mistake, of 
the disastrous issue of which there have been so many exam- 
ples, namely, trading upon their credit by accepting bills for a 
commission. The money market began to be uneasy and 
people more and more timid, and the dislike of long-dated 
promissory notes more and more marked. Then came the 
panic and its consequences: and at length the bank was 
compelled to close its doors, after sustaining a severe 
and protracted drain, because it could not meet the recoil of 
its Indian ‘business. The telegraph conveyed to Calcutta and 
Bombay and the other branches news of the difficulties of the 
London office, and of course led to a pressure of depositors at 
nearly each place. To meet this pressure, the local managers 
had only limited local means, and they could only offer bills 
(i. €. promissory notes) on the head office—the very part of 
the institution most in peril. The last effort of the directors 
was to attempt to negotiate a credit with a first-class London 
firm against which the branches might be authorised to draw. 
But it could not be accomplished. Besides, it was too late, 
and the points to be protected were too distant and too scat- 
tered. 

We place, therefore, in the front rank of the errors eommitted 
the abandonment of the plan of having an independent party in 
London upon whom the branches could offer bills. We place,

Ig} 
the meantime, however, the certificates themselves would be 
negotiable, and would be sold, or pledged for advanees, | 
according to their estimated value. As it.is, the unfortunate | 
creditors are not only subjected to the ultimate loss of part of 
their money, but for several months they are wholly without | 
the means of raising a sixpence on the security of their esti-' 
mated dividends.

THE COUNTY FRANCHISE. 


THE position of the Reform Bill has during the week been 
very considerably changed. The Government, whose strength 
had been increased by the result of the elections for seats 
emptied on petition, was further aided by the break-down of 
the projected Conference. Many of the moderate Whigs who 
disliked the Bill, and would not be unwilling to see their own 
party temporarily excluded from office, were very reluctant to 
entrust the Foreign Office at such a time to any Tory diplo- 
matist. Earl Grosvenor, as their spokesman, announced on 
Monday that though he had no confidence in the Bill or in} 
Mr Gladstone, he had in Lord Clarendon, and the expected/ 
victory on Captain Hayter’s motion was at once changed into} 
a somewhat undignified rout. On Thursday night again, a} 
great effort to defeat the Bill by a trick broke down under Mr | 
Gladstone’s scorn, the House supporting the Government in its} 
refusal to postpone the franchise clauses of the Bill, though j 
the request was urged. by Lord Stanley, and though a similar 
one a few weeks since had been so very nearly successful. The} 
greatest defeat of all was, however, sustained upon the first} 
substantive amendment, the Tories failing to carry the motion | 
very dear to their hearts for raising the county qualification | 
from 14/ to 20/. Mr Gladstone surrendered his plan for} 
giving leaseholders in boroughs votesfer counties, but ad- 
hered to his limit of occupancy, amd so after a long, but not 
remarkably able debate, did the majority of the House, the vote 
being 297 to 283 in favcur of the clause as it stood. As the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has offered to accept any com- |}

those who think it will seriously endanger the existing balance 
of power. That result will, we doubt not, be acceptable to} 
many even of those who have criticised the Government mea [ 
sure, for, Reform having as it were stretched itself directly ¢ 
across the rails, no advance is possible until the obstruction 
has in one way or another been removed. 

The debate of Thursday was remarkable as the first upon 
one of the most important sections of the bill, the reform in 
county elections ; but it was not in iteelf a very good debate. 
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on both sides kept aloof too much from the 

facta of the case. The reasons for reform in the counties 
nag from reform in general are, we take it, very much like 
The measure of 1832, while it emancipated the 
majority of the boroughs from the control of in- 
did not release, and was not intended to 
the counties from a pressure almost the same 
Indeed it rather increased it, the Chandos 
having handed over to the landlords a compact 
of voters who do not require the conciliation exacted by 
old yeomanry.

It is necessary to modify this system, not 
indeed so far as to paralyse the proprietary, but so far as to 
festore to the counties their ancient measure of freedom. This 
can most easily be accomplished by such a reduction of the 
franchise as shall admit the small occupiers, and a part of 
the hitherto unrepresented urban population, the professional 
class of the villages. During the last thirty years again, there 
hasbeen a vast emigration from the towns intothe country, every- 
body who can fixing his house outside the smoke and the foul 
air and the noise allowed to exist by our unscientifie municipal 
arrangements. These immigrants belong to a class to which 
no one odjects in itself, which has some strong county interests, 
as in taxation, road making, police, and justice, and which 
will usefully modify the otherwise unbroken cohesion of land- 
lords and large farmers. To include them also a reduction 
of the franchise was essential, and Mr Gladstone, after 
enquiry, thought that a 14/ limit would admit just as many 
as were required. Mr Walpole proposed to raise this limit 
to 20/, but his arguments were very feeble. They were based 
on the idea that the country seats ought to represent property, 
which under the present franchise they do, but he failed 
entirely to show why a 20/ occupier represented property 
better than one sitting at 14/. His argument was good 
| a8 against any change whatever, but not good in favour 
of the change he preferred. All his proposal would 
have secured: was a reduction in the number of those 
enfranchised.—small near the capital and the large towns, 
great in remoter districts, and such reduction cannot for 
its own sake be beneficial. If three voters give the same 
result as two, three are better than two, for there ia an addi- 
tional man made content with the constitution under which 
he lives. Mr Disraeli’s argument that the 14/ franchise will 
swamp the genuine county population under an influx of 
subarban votes is more unsound still, for it is clear that as 
tent rises according to proximity to a town, the lower the 
qualification the greater will be the proportion of purely 
agricultural persons admitted.

ad the Government sought merely a party victory it would, 

we believe, have won many more county seats outside the 
metropolitan counties than the 14/ suffrage is at all likely to 
yield, and had the Tories really wished to avert an “ inva- 
“sion,” instead of merely using that fear as an excuse to 
throw out the Bill, they would have proposed 10/. We cannot 
say for ourselves that we prefer 20/ to 14/, for we think the 
purely agricultural element will be too little diluted, the 
beer will be a little too “ hard ;” but the objection is certainly 
not one for the landlords to raise. The objection about 
expense is more sound, but this can be met, and we fear must 
be met, by subsequent legislation. If the present system of 
electioneering i is to be applied to the increased numbers, even 
millionaires will shrink from ‘a county contest, and parties 
will have as in old days to pay candidates to stand; but the 
evil is by no means hard to correct. The votes can be taken, 
if necessary, in every parish ; and the great source of eXpense, 
the conveyance of electors to the poll, finally disallowed,—a 
great incidental gain alike to the constituencies whose field 
of selection will be thereby widened, and to the House of Com- 

mons whose expenses will be much curtailed. 
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THE ATTITUDE OF AUSTRIA. 
We need not say that we feel nothing like a sentiment of ap- 
probation for any Power which is voluntarily plunging Europe 
into war, nor that from our point of view, according to which 
government exists for the people, and not people for the 
government, Austria has absolutely no moral right to Venetia, 
and that we should rejoice if she were once fairly expelled 
from that province. But, while making these reservations, 
we cannot join in the cry which is now being raised against 
Austria that the responsibility of the war is upon her,— 
because she declines to meet the other Powers to dis- 
cuss. what are called “solutions” to questions which 
Aus is unable to regard as even needing solution 
at all. There is a great deal of only half-honest or 
wholly dishonest talk on this matter. The state of 
Europe appears to demand that there shall now always be 
some scape-goat on whom the sin of going to war shall be 
thrown as a kind of ceremonial act of propitiation to the com 
science of nations ; and in both the last and the present war 
the scape-goat has been Austria, chiefly because it so hap- 
pened that the largest combination of other European Powers 
was oppoaed to her. As regards the conflict with Italy, we held 
Austria to be in the wrong in 1859, and to be in the wrong 
now,—but we do not think that, if you once concede her own 
legal right to hold what she has got, it would be possible 
either to have shown then or to show. now that Ausiria is 
morally the aggressor. The aggression came then from 
the Power which was restless under oppression,—lItaly, 
—and the Power which was restless. in inaction and 
anxious to get some territorial accession,—France. Add to 
these Powers, Prusssia, who has made up her mind to enlarge 
her territory at the sacrifice of her league with Austria in 
the North of Germany, and the same situation exactly obtains 
now. Austria alone of all the Powers..is heartily concerned 
to preserve the status quo. She wants to keep Venetia, which 
she ought never to have had,—but having had so long, thinks 
she has a right to hold. She wants to make Holstein inde- 
pendent, and to justify the German sentiment in deference 
to which she took it:—and she thinks she has a right 
to retain, in spite of Prussia, what she won by her own 
arms, and from a motive quite inconsistent with the policy 
of giving it up to Prussian rule. On the whole, then, 
the only Power which is not going to war to effect any change 
in Europe, but only to resist any forcible interference with 
her own possessions, is Austria; and it is mere sophistry to 
speak of her as the aggressor simply because, with that sim- 
plicity of purpose which is characteristic of her position, she 
declines to discuss in a Congress concessions of territory which 
other Powers. wish her to make. gressive wars are not 
necessarily unjust. We feel no doubt in the world that if 
ever there were a just aggressive war, an Italian war waged 
to recover Venetia is such a war. But not the less is it unfair 
to the Power which takes her stand on the old legal con- 
dition of things, and only fights to prevent a summons to 
surrender from an aggressive Power,—to speak of her as 
extinguishing the hopes of peace. She may, indeed, strike 
the first blow, but that is not aggressive, supposing it is 
struck only to anticipate and guard against the delivery of a 
‘oe blow just preparing for her own head. Italy is clearly 
aggressive, though in the right. Prussia is aggressive, and 
in the wrong. Even France, which summoned a Congress 
expressly to discuss and force-on exchanges of territory and 
to give the sanction of her vast power to some such arr 
ment, is more aggressive, more intent on disturbing the 
present equilibrium—no doubt a very hollow equilibrium—of 
Europe, than Austria. That France wishes to revise the con- 
ditions of that equilibrium may be no reproach to her, for 
they need revising. But Austria, who thinks otherwise, and 
who knows that as far as she is concerned, revision means 
forcing her to give up what is valuable for what is not 
valuable, is acting on the defensive, not on the offensive, 
when she says that she will enter no Congress in which such 
territorial changes are to be discussed ; and will resist by force 
of arms all attempts to wring territory from her. 

Austria has put this very fairly, and, as we think, very truly, 
in the despatch which led to the break up of the Conference; and 
we confess that we prefer her straightforward language to 
the attempt which other Powers are making to an 
attack upon the present condition of things under the form 
of surprise and regret at the blunt language of Austria. We 
think Austria foolish and blind not to accept pecuniary com- 
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dignity if she had suggested the cession of her own free 


will instead of yielding to pressure. But it is impossible not to 


see that a Power which almost consists of aggregated sove- 
reignties over heterogeneous populations must find much more 
difficulty in recognising the right of populations than we do. 
‘The other Powers, too, Prussia and Russia, both assert in 
Poland the right for which Austria contends in Venetia, and 
j would go to war at once rather than cede their Polish pro- 
vinces. If Austria believes that to yield Venetia will be the 
beginning of a gradual disintegration, she can scarcely be 
censured, though she may probably have to smart, for refusing 
to give it up. France, massive and homogeneous, may find 
it easy to press upon other Powers cessions for which there is 
no danger of being asked herself ; but we must admit that to 
| Austria the prospect of reclamations of territory on the prin- 
ciple of nationality must look very much more serious, and 
that it might even be worth her while, in a selfish point of 
view, to let it be seen that every attempt to clip her territory 
will cost a great war. ‘The tone of the despatch in which 
/ She explains her position is at least completely straight- 
forward and courageous,—which cannot be said for any other 
Power concerned except Italy. She says that to give up 
Venetia would be an “an act of suicide”; that to accept 
| compensations from Bosnia and the Herzegovina would be to 
| accept compensations which, instead of adding to the wealth 
and maritime power of Austria as Venetia does, would only 
add to the embarrassments of that struggling empire, and ex- 
haust her resources instead of increasing them. Silesia, 
Austria intimates that she could not get without a war, and 
does not covet, since she would far rather that each Power 


still if she should acquire Silesia by a successful war, then 
indeed it would not be impossible for Austria to meet the 
wishes of Europe. “If war broke out, and if great military 
“« successes consolidated the Power of Austria, and left in her 
“ hands assured conquests, then Austria might be willing to 
“abandon an old province-in order to keep a new one; for a 
“victorious Power may make concessions in the interests of 
“peace, which she cannot grant to threats, without showing 
'* herself weak or encouraging her enemies.”’ ‘This is perfectly 
frank, and we entirely agree with the Austrian Minister that 
“‘ a pacific solution of this question is not to be expected, 
“< except by ‘rejecting the aspirations incompatible with a state 
“of peace.” That the aspirations in question are now no 
longer susceptible of that treatment is obvious to every one ; 
yet we do not see that, on the old international assump- 
tions, may on some of the very assumptions which 
actuate Prussia now, Austria can be blamed for obstinately 
deciding te fight the matter out. There are conceptions of 
international morality which cannot be broken up except by 
war. Not the present Austria, but the whole past of Europe 
is' to blame for the tenacity of conviction with which Austria 
holds that what was given her by the European Oongress of 
1815, she has a right to retain by force if foree is necessary.

Indeed the spring of the Prussian action in claiming the 
duchies without the consent of the population is precisely as 
culpable in every way—indeed more so so far as it is a new 
act of aggression and without the sanction cf tradition,—as 
the motive of Austria in refusing to listen to the Italian 
“‘aspirations.”” “Hence, while we think it a great misfortune 
that.Austria cannot consent to give up' Venetia, we hold her 
present conduct in forcibly refusing an empty conference far 
more frank and candid than that of at least one of the Powers 
which assented to it. Her cause is bad because international 
and European morality has long been unsound. But granted 
that morality as a starting point, her cause would be good 
enough ; and in any case is’framk enough ; while the conduct 
of'her principal foe is utterly indefensible and untrustworthy 
either on the new doctrine or the old. On the new doctrine 
ofthe rights of Prussia is tyrannical; on the old 
doctrine of the rights of treaties she is breaking faith; on 


‘both she is insincere.

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were 59,346 samples of tea, 36,851 samples of sugar, 16,888 
samples of coffee, 10,561 samples of hops, 6,927 patterns of 
silks, and 1,492 samples of rice posted in London. There 
were also 44 samples of materials for effervescing drinks, 43 
of china and earthenware, 33 of screws, 33 of keys, and 23 
of locks, 7 of door handles, one small lamp and one mousetrap, 
2 samples of glass and 3 of porcelain, 2 samples of guano and 
14 of greaves, one cricket ball and one sample of gun caps, 
28 samples of Atlantic cable, and 250 Pharaoh’s serpents. 
As companion figures to the above we may notice the number 
of valentines posted, which seems to increase yearly. “As in 
“ former years, nearly one-fourth of the whole number of 
“ valentines posted in London were posted in the Western 
“ district. It is also worthy of note that the valentines sent 
“from London to the country were more than twice as 
“ numerous as those sent from the country to London.” The 
statisticians of the Post Office must relax from their accus- 
tomed gravity when they make such statements. We hope 
they are never tempted to take down the address of the lady 
receiving the largest number of valentines. In other 
respects they certainly show that they are not blinded 
to facts by figures. In noticing an immense increase 
of returned letters during the past year they observe 
thet among the returned letters of 1865 there were 
upwards of 50,000 circulars issued by agents and 
committees at the last general election. It seems, too, that 
during the year more than 12,000 letters were posted in Eng- 
land and Wales without any address, and of these 298 con- 
tained cash, notes, bills, and cheques, to the amount in all of 
38,7007. 

One of the most important innovations in the Post Office 
has been the conversion of an institution meant for carrying 
letters into.an insurance office, and to this a considerable part 
of the report is devoted. The Postmaster-General takes the 
pains to defend at some length the principle of medical selec- 
tion, and mentions the gratifying fact that of the lives insured 
in the Government office not one has dropped. The Post 
Office Savings Banks have existed longer than the system of 
insuranve, but they formed the first step towards the 
relinquishment of purely postal business, and therefore their 
steady success is worthy of record. One conclusion which is 
forced upon us by this extra-postal development is that there 
are other branches belonging more legitimately to the Post 
Office than either savings banks or insurance offices, and 
standing more in need of its management and control. One 
of these branches is the telegraph. The department which 
conveys our letters might legitimately transmit our ex- 
presses, and might do so with far greater success than 
the present companies. Among the many advantages 
of such a measure it would not be the least that 
the telegraph would be placed under official control, and 
would gain more certainty in its movements. There have 
been letters in the papers dwelling on the large revenue 
derived from the system of telegraphic communication in 
Switzerland, and if the postal district system pays well in 
large towns, the telegraphic district system would be ten 
times more lucrative. Unfortunately, as the telegraph is at 
present managed in London, there is want of . punctuality, 
and, what is more fatal, there is want of confidence. By 
transferring the management to a department which has 
gained this confidence there would be an end of that objec- 
tion, and as this confidence has been gained by adherence to 
punctuality, there is the better reason to hope for its reten- 
tion. We believe the telegraph is susceptible of as great a 
development as that we have witnessed in the Post Office, but 
then it must follow the same principle. And that principle 
is laid down by Lord Stanley of Alderley as the extension of 
Post Office accommodation wherever it seemed to be required, 
and the incurring any reasonable expense for the attainment 
of an adequate public good.

MEAT IN LARGE TOWNS. 

Tuar the cattle plague and the regalations which have been made 
in consequence of that calamity are likely to produce some, and 
perbaps permarent, changes in the meat trade, is certain. Possibly, 
there may be improvements—at least to the extent of increasing 
facilities for transmitting carcases from the localities where the 
animals are fed to the consuming markets. It is not, however, |! 
probable that anything, facilities of carriage or the like, can}, 
afford equal convenience in supplying the markets with meat, 
with the system of sending the live animals. Meat soon becomes 
tainted, especially in hot or moist weather, while the live animals 
may be kept instore for a considerable period. However, we may 
possibly extract some good out of the evils of the cattle plague, 
and at all events it is desirable to learn the conditions of supply 
to large towns which those evils have forced upon us. 

On this subject Mr Herbert lately read a paper at the weekly 
meeting of the Royal Agricultaral Society in which he presented 
some of the most striking facts and statistics bearing upon it. It 
has been a question with regard to the Metropolis whether 
adequate supplics of meat could be furnished without the aid of a 
live market. 

On the one side it has been asserted that there would be a 
difficulty in supplying the wants of the three millions of inhabitants 
of London by means of meat slaughtered in the countryand con- 
veyed to London by railway. 

Of course such a change in the method of providing London 
with meat would affect very seriously a vast amount of pecuniary 
interests in the metropolix. On this point Mr Herbert enters: on 
some details. He says, ‘ Let us see whether it is possible, at all 
periods of the year, to farnish the Metropolis with say, 1,500,000 
additional carcases of sheep, and 250,000 additional carcases of 
beasts, irrespective of lambs, calves, and pigs, in a wholesome and 
saleable condition? The numbers [ have here quoted represent 
the average supplies of live stock annually disposed of in the great 
Metropolitan Cattle Market. It is well known that the graziers 
themselves have little or no accommodation on their respective 
farms. for slaughtering cattle. So that it would be found 
necessary to erect in the neighbourhood of large towns. abattoirs 
of no small dimension to prepare the meat for transmission per 
railway. If we take the Norfolk season, we should find that about 
12,000 beasts would be killed at}Norwich duriog the first six 
months of the year, Colchester and other towns would,require 
abattoirs for a portion of the Essex breeds; whilst daring the last 
six months, the slaughtering of stock would be chiefly carried on 
near Lincoln, Peterborough, &c. The difficulties in this respect 
would not be great; but we have to consider two important points 
—as regards the conveyance of the meat to London, and the cost 
of carriage. Nay, more, we must not forget to consider how, and 
upon what terms the offal is to be disposed of, in possible localities 
for which there is very little demand. It is well known, notwith- 
standing the amount of competition between the various companies, 
that the charges for the conveyance of dead meat to London ex- |} 
ceed those for live stock by nearly or quite two-thirds. Daring 
the period that the mcvement of live stock to London was pzo- 
hibited, those charges, which of course entered into the retail 
price, were severely felt by the c»nsumere. There would, of 
course, be no difficulty for the great lines in carrying any quantity 
of meat ; but who does not know that country-killed qualities ia- 
variably sell at low. quotations compared with those realised for 
meat slaugbtered in the Metropoliz, notwithstanding that qualities 
are equal?” 

The grazier, it is said, would have more trouble, as he would 
require separate accounts of the weights of each carcase, the price 
of the offal, &c. But we apprehend that would only form a 
temporary difficulty, as, if country-killed meat became the ordi- 
nary resource of the London meat consumers, there would cer- 
tainly arise intermediate dealers or carcase butchers. who would 
buy the stock from the graziers, though they might not at first 
obtain the same certainty of sale as they have done when sending 
their animals alive to the Metropolitan market. Theo, as Mr 
Herbert suggests, the grazier ‘‘ would have to run the risk of 
violent fluctuations in the value of meat ia the dead markets, and 
of absolute losses from the carcases arriving ia the metropolis in 
warm weather in bad condition.” And headds, ‘‘ But how is the 
offal to be disposed of ? Additional tanneries, soap-works, and 
boiling-houses would be necessary in the vicinity of large towns, 
and the organisation of a system which would be highly expensive. 
You may have the offal in various localities; but how can it be 
consumed? Admitting that a portion of it were used on the spot 
for local purposee—what is to become of the remainder? In 
London it is easily disposed of : hence, agents would be despatched 
from the metropolis to purchase rough fat, hides, skins, &c.; but, 
owing to the heavy railway charges, they could only offer 
miserably low prices forthem. But it may be said thas pro 
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posed.system has long worked well in Scotland, Yorkshire, and 
the West..of Evglend, from whence we have long drawn very 
quantities of dead meat for consumption in the metropolis. 
But it must be understood that the offal in Scotland, Yorkshire, 
and the West of England is readily used up. Most of the wool 
and hides produced in Scotland are converted into use; whilst in 
the West of England nearly the whole of the supplies of pork are 
converted into mn, hame,;and-jard for London consumption. 
Nay, more, the immense jimportations of pigs into Bristol from 
Treland are slaughtered for the same purpose.” Yet, notwith- 
standing these objections, Mr Herbert is of opinion that in cold 
weather London: might be ied: wholly with dead meat. 

In commenting on the above paper, Lord Cathcart ob- 
werves ‘‘ihat long before the cattle plague was thought of, 
the idea was entertained that, in consequence of the intro- 
duction of steam and railway conveyance, great alterations 
would take place in the dead meat markets of large towns.” 
And his Lordship then proceeded to make many suggestions to 
remove-or obviate some of the difficulties mentioned to exist in 
the way of supplying London with dead meat. He thought the 

hh might render important. service in the matter. He said 
that with regard to beef fat, it was sent abroad and came back to 
us as tallow. Onthis, Mr Herbert said thatit is purchased by the 
Datch and exported to Holland, and is there converted into butter, 
and in that form returned to London. 
dwelt onthe necessity of having a central dead meat market in 
Lendon. Mr Frere mentioned the great difference between prices of 
country-killed.and London-killed meat. Mr Holland, M.P., said 
he believed that the result of the parliamentary, inquiry now 


going on into this subject would be ‘that people would be | 


astonished to see with what facilities a change might be made as 
regarded:the feeding of a large population from one system to 
another ; the new system too being far more efficient, far more 
effectual, far more valuable, far more healthy, and far more civi- 
lised, than the old one.” If that be 20, there is little doubt that 
ere longthe transit:of meat wil! be substituted for that of living 
fat anrmals.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME, 
FRIDAY NIGHT, 

Fiesh up to Mark lane to-day, the arrivals of home-grown 
wheat were very moderate. Owing to the increased probabilities 
of war on the continent, factors demanded an advance of 1s to 95 
per quarter for all qualities ; but sales progressed slowly, .at an 
advance of le per quarter from Monday last. There wasamode- 
rate supply of foreign wheat on the stands. The trade was firm, 
and an advance of 1s per quarter took place in prices. Barley 
commanded more attention, at full currencies. .Oats were in good 
supply, and the quotations were somewhat easier. Beans: and 
peas meta slow sale, at late rates. The flour trade was firm, at 
full prices. This week’s imports amount to 9,990 quarters of 
wheat, 5,150 barley, 20,010 oats, and 860 sacks of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, wheat advanced 2d per cental, and 
flour 6d per sack. At Wakefield, the wheat trade was firm, at an 
advance of 2s per quarter. 

The Liverpool cotton market, at the commencement. of the 
present week, showed renewed symptoms of a revival of demand, 
occasioned ‘by the continued advance in prices in the American 
markets. The abandonment of a conference, and therewith the 
cherished hopes of peace, combined with another large -bank 
failure, served however! to produce again a dull.and droopi 
market. The sales of the-week have been 71,490 bales, of whi 
the trade .have taken 55,200 bales, speculators and ex 
16,290 bales. The import of the week has been 88,750 bales, the 
actual export 9,900 bales, and to-day’s stock is 998,750 bales, 
Quotations, which on Saturdayand Monday advanced fully $d per 
lb, have again reeede dto those current on Thursday last. To-day 
there is‘a decided improvement in the tone of the market: the 
sales have been 15,000 bales, and prices for American are 44, and 
for other kinds }d-per 1b dearer. 

Uur latest postal. advices: from Bombay.are to:May 12. .Re- 
specting the state of the cotton trade during. the preceding fort: 
night, Messrs Nicol aud Co. observe:-—The continued and in- 
creasing duiness in the Liverpool market, with the enormous 
depreciation in values which has taken place there within,so short 
a time, is now being seriously felt here, and though »prices,are but 
40 rs to.45,rs quotably below the figures of our last circular; the 
merket and the trade generally is in anything but.a satisfactory 
position, and as the pressure to sell becomes more general, as-we 
fully anticipate it will do in the course of a few days, we look fora 
very considerable-decline from our present quotations. There are 
already many embarrassments reported amongst speculators and 
others engaged in the trade, and this, coupled with the extreme 
pressure in the money market, must in its own time react upon 
prices. The business reported during the fortnight is almost nil, 
most of the purebases being on dealers’ account, and for very 
trifling quentities, with one or two exceptions, European firms 
being entirely out of the market. In the early part of the fort- 
night, we believe, there were many English and continental orders 
in the market ;:most.if not the whole of them have, however, been 
caneelled, or the limits so far reduced as to render them quite im- 
practicable at our prices of to-day. The small purchases reported 
consist of Dhollera and Broach, principally the former, which sold 
early in the fortnight at 330 rs to 335 rs, closing to-day at 305 ra, 
while Broach, which is in larger supply, has fluctuated between 
325 rs and 290-rs. A small parcel of Oomrawuttee at 353 rs, and 
one to-day at 301 rs, concludes the business. Tinnevelly—We | 
have adviceafrom Tuticorin to the 11th inst.

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MARKETS [IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 





The transactions in goods during the week have been on a very 
moderate scale. In pricee, however, no change of importance has 
taken place. ‘There has been rather more inquiry for iron, and 
the exp rt demand for coals has been unusually active for the time 
of year. 

MancHEster, June 7.—At the end of last week a large business 
was done at proportionately advancing prices, and Saturday's 
American news reporting extraordinary firmness and confidence 
amongst the cotton holders in the States gave a further stimulus 
‘on that day and on Monday of this week. However, on Tuesday 
the warlike preparations on the continent clouded the market, 
and export yarns and some of the home trade yarns which had 
advanced most could easily be had $d per lb cheaper. Cloths 
have had a fuir average sale daily for India, China, and other 
markets, but to-day the stoppage of Agra and Mastermann’s Bank 
has caused all classes of buyers to close their books. As compared 
with last week prices have gained a slight nominal advance, but 
dealings are paralysed.

BraprorD.—The failure of Agra and Mastermau’s Bank has 
increased the already severe depression in our wool trade. There 
has been no circumstance to improve business since our last re- 
port. It is impossible to give an idea of prices, as they vary just 
as widely as do the opinions of staplers as to the prospects of the 
coming clip. No new feature has arisen in yarns or piece guods. 
Business is restricted to the narrowest possible limit. 

Lexps.—The inquiry for the fiver sorts of tlack unions well is 
maintained, and manufacturers are sending larger quantities to 
market than for some time past. Tweeds and costings are still in 
abeyance, and even those who are looking after the- witneys, 
beavers, and other strong makes for next season act with great 
caution. 

RocupaLz.—There was some inquiry for fancy and printing 
goods, but not sufficient to abate the depression which has for 
some time existed. Plain goods are entirely out of favour, and 
the business done in Yorkshire low wovllens is quite as poor us that 
done in flannels generally. 

Leicester.—The hosiery trade continues healthy. Manufac- 
turers are engaged executing orders on hand, and will not specu- 
late while the present t'ghtness in the money market contiaues. 
Cotton yarns are advanciog in price. In worsted yarns there is 
no material change. 

Norrineuam.—The lace trade continues in a quiet state. The 
disturbed state of affairs on the continent checks the demand for 
goods suitable for the different marts there, and very little is 
doing for Germany. The home trade is dull. The hosiery trade 
is active. Foreiga orders come well to band, and there is a large 
business doing for the home trade. The operatives generally are 
well employed, and good wages are given. Yarns are firm at fully 
late rates. 

Carpirr.—The steam coal trade is still active; in fact, there 
are no signs of any diminution taking place in the demand, which 
is principally from the French and Mediterranean markets. 
Large quantities are sent as well to the mail packet coaling sta- 
tions. There is also an increased inquiry for Welsh steam ou in- 
land account. The local sale for house coal has somewhat 
decreased, but there is no alteration in price-. Coke is in fair 
demand. Iu the iron trade business is dull, asd boh sellers and 
buyers are awaiting the result of the crisis before eutering into 
apy new transactions. 

Wotvernampron.—Tbe demand for iron for the German mar- 
ket, which is of some importance in Staffordshire, has almost 
ceased, owing to warlike prepsrations going on there. Prices 
have not, however, fallen very much, either of manufactured or 
pig iron, a reduction of from 2s 6d to 5s being the utmost that 
has-been made. In the general hardware trade there is a fair 
demand..- 

SHEFFIELD.—Busineas here grows duller in nearly all branches. 
The. steel trade is only moderately good, the chief demand being 
for railway material. 

BrrmincuaM.—Thbe trade of this town has undergone very 
littie change; there are complaints of a scarcity of orders. im 
some branches, but not the slightest depression existe. 
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DunprE.—There has been more activity in our flax market, 
and a:large business-has*been'done, both on contract and in’ goods 
on the spot, at- gradually improving: prices. The advance in the 
Russian exchange rather adds to the f.o:b. cost of flax, and the 
extensive demand (especially for the better kinds of Riga flax) 
causes prices to be very firmly maintamed. The accounts from 
Trelend and France regarding. the growiog crops are rather. more 
favourable. Jute has been in improved demand, and prices, 
especially of the better qualities, have experienced an advance.

AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 

New Yorx, Mey 25.—The° speculative excitement has been 
renewed with considerable activity, based on the rise in gold, the 
advance in the British markets; and insufficient supplies at this 
market.
